‘Dispute Over Value of 
‘One-Package’ Appro- 
priation. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP)— 
Senate passage of a $34,236,932, 
228 money bill revived the con- 
gressional dispute today over the 
value of considering the bulk of 
federal appropriations in a single 
measure. 


The bill which the Senate ap- 
proved on a voice vote last night 
—sending it to a Senate-House 
conference committee to be com- 
promised with a smaller House 
measure — contained funds for 
most government agencies for the 
12 months endirig next June 30. 
It also included foreign aid funds 
—which the House elected to con- 
sider separately. 
This was the first experiment 
with a bill wrapping virtually all 
Government expenditures for a 
fiscal year into one package; pre- 
viously funds for each agency had 
been considered in a separate 
measure. 

Comment After Passage. 

Following its passage, some 
Democrats commented that the 
system should never have been 
changed. A number of Repub- 
licans disputed that. 

One of the arguments which 
resulted in the use of the one- 
package approach had been that 
it would speed consideration of 
appropriations, which last year 
dragged on for weeks past the 
July 1 target date. 

This time, the Senate didn’t 
take up the bill until after that 
date. The measure it passed after 
four weeks of debate carries $32,- 
052,362,228 in cash and $2,184,- 
570,000 in contract authority. ; 

The total is $1,924,425,920 less 
than President Truman’s budget 
request, dnd about half a billion 
more than was approved by the 
House—not counting the $4,590,- 
000,000 in cash and contract au- 
thority for foreign programs. 

Decrease Defeated. 

In the final voting, Senators 
rejected, 41 to 38, a proposal by 
Senator McClellan (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas, to trim the Marshall Plan 
5 per cent for a cutback of $136,- 
338,073.

Truman told his press confer- 
ence Thursday that ur 
and Harriman would talk about 
a number of outstanding prob- 
lems arising out of the Korean 
crisis. Foremost among these 
problems in official thinking 
here, it was learned today, is that 
of Formosa, the Chinese Na- 
tionalist stronghold. 


Urgent for Two Reasons. 


The Formosa issue is consid- 
ered urgent for two reasons on 
which Harriman was fully briefed 
before he left Washington. 


1. The United States, besides 
wanting to keep the island from 
the Communists, does not want it 
to become a new focus of con- 
flict in the Far East. Therefore, 
it does not want to tie up too 
closely with Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek, whose avowed 
aim is to reconquer the mainland 
of China and who apparently re- 
gards the Korean conflict simply 
as a stage in a developing Com- 
munist war. 

2. The time of year in which 
the Chinese Communists could 
assault Formosa across 100 miles 
of open water is drawing to a 
close. That makes the rest of 
this month especially critical; if 
the Communists intend td strike 
they must do so in the next three 
weeks. 

MacArthur visited Chiang’s 
headquarters at Taipei, Formosa, 
last Monday to turn down the 
Generalissimo’s offer of troops 
for Korea and to confer with him 
on the defenses of the island. 
Their conference was followed by 
separate statements from both 
men saying they had agreed on 


said the Red troops 
began across the river 
after enemy patrols had probed 
the area.

Gen. MacArthur’s communique 
said limited counter-attacks and 
patrol actions: by United States 
and South Korean troops through- 
out the e defense area Sat- 
urday night kept the enemy “off 
balance.” 
However, the release said, “the 
enemy has continued to shuttle 
troops and materiel during the 
daylight hours, thereby providing 
excellent targets for artillery and 
aircraft. This indicates that the 
Reds are desperately striving for 
a main effort and an all-out 
attempt to break through the new 
defense lines.”

Making the Battle Harder 

A patronizing attitude toward Koreans on the 
part -of some American soldiers is harming the 
American cause among its potential friends in 
that countgy. The New York Times’ Walter Sulli- 
van reports this from Tokyo, and the Communist 
Daily Worker has lost no time in‘ demonstrating 
how right Mr. Sullivan was. It is shouting that 
“all colored races are held in contempt by “Wall 
Street imperialists,” and the whole Soviet propa- 
ganda machine is now taking up the cry, ac- 

_ cording to The Washington Post. 

Already this attitude of condescension had cost 
Americans a great deal in a military sense. Go- 
ing up against North Koreah Communist troops 
which they expected to be pushovers because of 
an inferiority of race, they found themselves be- 
ing beaten by soldiers who were skillful, re- 
sourceful, well-trained and courageous. A proper 
respect for the North Korean would have fitted 
the G.I. better militarily. A proper respect for 
the South Korean will help the G.I. keep these 
people on America’s side instead of making 
them indifferent and possibly hostile, as Mr. 
Sullivan says is a present danger. There’ are 
many, many instances of fine relations between 
United States soldiers and Koreans, expressive 
of a mutual respect. Unfortunately, good impres- 
sions can be damaged greatly by a few bad ones. 

The mistaken notion of racial superiorities 
and inferiorities is unworthy of a democracy, 
particularly of one which, like the United States, 
enjoys a high degree of literacy. The eventual 
task of democratic education Ys to teach, as a 
simple matter of fact, that there are no racial 
differences which warrant speaking contemptu- 
ously of Koreans as “gooks,” or Mexicans as 
“greasers,” or Italians as “wops.” 

Some of this democratic education is needed 


among American troops right now, if their cause _ 
is not to suffer gratuitous reverses. It is under- 


standable that the first troops on Korean soil 
have not received proper indoctrination; some of 
them have not even received proper military 
training. But from the present onward, in- 
creased emphasis should be placed on inculcat- 
ing in the G.I. an enlightened respect for people 
of whatever race, so that he will not endanger 
himself to his enemy or alienate his friend. 
Before many more years are gone, it is to be 
hoped that the military and political weakness 
which race prejudice represents, among other 
things, will not wait to be corrected by indoc- 
trination in the armed forces, but will have been 
averted years before by the public school. 
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Steel for Arms 

When Americans want to comfort themselves, 
they can point to the huge economic power 
which this country possesses as compared with 
Soviet Russia. Thus our steel industry has a 
present capacity of 100,000,000 tons of steel a 
year, almost four times the size of the Soviet 
steel industry. 

It is not so comforting, however, to compare 
the amounts of steel production in each country 
which are ‘devoted to military purposes. 

According to-the Christian Science Monitor's 
Washington correspondent, “official” Soviet and 
American sources show that in 1950 the Soviet 
Union is producing 28,000,000 tons of steel and 
has scheduled nearly 5,000,000 tons of that out- 
put for armaments. Of the much larger total 
production in this country, only 1,500,000 tons 
will go to military purposes, the Monitor says. 

Figures on Soviet production must be taken 
with reserve, since many economic statistics are 
state secrets there. But the Monitor’s compari- 
son is a reminder that while total economic 
capacity may be a useful gauge of long-range 
staying power, what counts here and now is the 
portion of that capacity devoted to military pur- 
poses. And in that respect the Monitor’s figures 
show that we have no occasion for complacency. 
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More Boldness in Paris 


The French Government, despite another 


shuffle in top jobs, has become bolder recently ‘ 


in sponsoring such matters as the Schuman plan 
and arms production in West Germany which 
are unpopular with many Frenchmen. 

Because of the Government's weak base in 
popular support, these steps may be as much as, 
or more than, the rest of the free world could 
have expected. But it is to be hoped that the 
Cabinet will see its way clear to taking one 
more, and perhaps even more important, step. 

That is to give the Bao Dai regime in Indo- 
china the substance as well as the form of 
government. For Indochina is a particularly 
sore and critical spot in the free world, and a 
very large part of the support for the insurgent 
leader, Ho Chi-minh, there is nationalist, not 
Communist. 

Bao Dai’s past record is bad, but the fact 
of the matter is that the democracies now are 
forced to support him. Indochinese have 
watched India, Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon, Indo- 
nesia and the Philippines achieve their independ- 
ence since 1945. Surely Indochina, too, is en- 
titled to self-government. Giving it to her should 
sharply cut Ho’s popular support, and at the 


same time administer a severe blow to Moscow. 
oo -——__—— 


The Famous Boner 
There ought to be some way a fellow could 
get out of the fix Mayor O’Dwyer of New York 
City got into the other day. Mr. O’Dwyer was 
welcoming 50 Japanese who had just come from 
the Moral Rearmament World Assembly in 
Switzerland. 


Somehow he obtained the mistaken notion 
that it was disarmament they were in favor of, 
and he let them know he did not approve of it 
at this time. By the time the Mayor found out 
that it was moral rearmament, not disarmament, 
it was too late to turn back. Disarmament or 
moral rearmament, he was against it. 


This was quite puzzling to the Japanese, and 
we can’t think it did Mayor O’Dwyer any good, 
either. Yet it might happen to anyone. Only 
thrée years ago, for instance, it happened to 
Warren R. Austin, United States representative 
to the United Nations. 


Mr. Austin was taking part in the inter-Ameri- 
can conference at Quitandinha and somehow or 
other he got on the wrong side of a hemispheric 
defense motion. We do not wish to rake up old 
unpleasantnesses, but the fact is that Mr. Austin 
made an impassioned speech on the side he had 


mistakenly taken, and carried the day for his 


opposition. 7 | 
It was one of the most spectacular displays of 
wrong-way running since Roy Riegel carried the 


ball almost 65 yards in the wrong direction dur- 


ing the Rose Bowl game between California and 
Georgia Tech in 1929. 

It is not enough to say, as Mr. Austin did 
then, that “when one speaks extemporaneously, 
and with some zeal, one sometimes becomes 
confused.” Particularly it isn’t enough if, as in 


_ Mayor O’Dwyer’s. case, the speaket gets onto

himself while he is still talking. A simple 
formula might turn the trick. ‘ “Forgive me,” he 
might say, “but up to this point I haven't known 
what I was talking about. Now that I do, may I 
make a fresh start?” 

It might be more embarrassing than follow- 
ing the course Mayor O'Dwyer did, of brazening 
the thing out, but we don’t think it should be. 
In these days when so many of those who don’t 
know what they are talking about fail to realize 
it, a fellow could take a modest pride in being 
one of the few who do. 
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Calling Other People’s Shots 

In a fit of irritation, the Senate has given 
the President power to cut off economic recov- 
ery funds from any nation which refuses to help 
the United Nations’ fight in Korea, There are 
many reasons why Mr.’ Truman should never use 
this power, and why the Senate should never 
have considered giving it to him. 

For one thing, it is the height of stupidity 
to attempt, by bludgeon or blackmail, to force 
other peoples into doing our bidding, no matter 
how just our cause,may be. The Kremlin's 
Malik, in a speech at the United Nations Security 
Council, has accused the United States of dic- 
tatorial methods. This kind of action by the 
Senate only gives plausibility to that falsehood, 

We give economic assistance to produce a 
breeding-ground for democracy, not to produce 
willing tools of the United States, If we were 
to refuse aid to countries such as Iran or 
Belgium, which thus far have offered no help 
in Korea, we would be cutting off our nose to 
spite our face. We would be giving up our best 
means for spreading freedom and democracy. 

From a military standpoint, many ecduntries 
are in no position to help. If they were to send 
any assistance to Korea, they would gravely 
weaken their ability to withstand the Com. 
munist pressure to which some of them now are 
subjected. 

British Prime Minister Attlee and French 
Defense Secretary Moch have warned their 
people of the sacrifices they will have to make 
to help repel the world-wide threat of possible 
Communist aggression. Surely Congress can at 
least sacrifice the luxury of calling other peo- 
ple’s shots.

With the Stands Empty 

We have been looking at some figures on the 
business side of baseball, and we have found 
them, in a way, more entrancing than the bat- 
ting averages, fielding figures and earnéd runs 
statistics. 

Among other things, we discovered that the 
gate for the first world series back in 1903 was 
only $50,000. The radio rights for last year’s 
series alone brought in four times as much. 
Television rights in 1947 went for $65,000, but 
for this fall’s series they are expected to bring 
about 10 ‘times that amount. With radio, that’s 
getting’ close to the million-dollar mark, and 
that’s about all that can be expected at the gate 
even for a New York streetcar series. 

Since television still is not very far beyond 
its infancy, it’ occurs to us that a few seasons 
hence the club owners may decide to skip the 
gate altogether and to make the world series a 
TV exclusive. Just think of what they could 


save on ticket printing and ushers’ pay! 
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Barrier in the War on Blight 


Inspectors of the City Division of Health have 
begun a survey of blighted districts this week 
to gather data for enforcement of the minimum 
housing standards ordinance. The ordinance was 
passed by the Board of Aldermen in 1948 for 
the purpose of bringing about rehabilitation. of 
neighborhoods which are not yet slums but 
might become slums if allowed to deteriorate. 


It is long past time for vigorous action to ar- 
rest the spread of blight. Now that the enforce- 
ment drive is finally getting under way, the city 
is handicapped by not knowing whether it has 
the legal power to enforce one of the most im- 
portant sections of the law—that which requires 
the elimination of outside toilets. 

St. Louis has long been one of the most back- 
ward cities in this phase of sanitation. We have 
had a law against privies for 40 years, and the 
new minimum standards ordinance which tight- 
ens up that law for two years, but except in new 
housing developments the privy situation re- 
mains about what it was. 

Last year two property owners who had been 
ordered by the Health Division to eliminate out- 


side toilets brought suit in Circuit Court to en- 


join enforcement of the law. The cases were 
consolidated, arguments were held and briefs 
filed, and on February 28 of this year the city 
filed a motion to dismias the pleas. Circuit 
Judge Edward M. Ruddy took the motion under 
advisement and it has been there ever since, 

Five months seem a longer than necessary 
time for a court to ponder a case like this, The 
result of the delay is to suspend all enforcement 
in this field, whether under the old law or the 
new, since other courts will not act so long: as 
the injunction cases are pending. 

The Circuit Court has many cases, but we 
hope Judge Ruddy will soon find it possible to 
speed up a determination of the city’s powers 
in this important phase of the attack an urban 
blight.

It remains to be seen how much the new 
permanent unity committee of the American 
Federation of Labor and the Congress of Indus- 
trial Organizations will be able to accomplish. 
But the fact that it was set up at all is a hopeful 
event, even if it does no more than to continue 
labor’s current joint activity in the field of inter- 
national relations. 

How important labor representation abroad 
can be is now being demonstrated in Western 
Germany, where Harvey Brown, labor adviser 
to United States High Commissioner John J. 
McCloy and a former president of the machin- 
ists’ union, is attempting to head off a threat- 
ened strike of railway workers which could 
have the gravest consequences. 

But the voice of American labor can and 
should have a powerful effect not only in foreign 
lands, but also in the rahks of American work- 
ing men and women. The task of educating all 
Americans about the significance of foreign af- 
fairs is particularly important now. Labor unions 
are especially well qualified to do the job. 

It is to be hoped that the new permanent com-

Missouri's Registration Law 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Outdated voter lists in state's 16 cities between 10,000 and 30,000 
population show need for new statute, say Hannibal and Cape 
Girardeau papers; survey reveals dead and removed voters still 
registeredy cities urged to demand adequate law after November. 


From the Hannibal Courier-Post 


The Courier-Post long has advocated 
major steps to bring order out of the mess 
which has grown up in many Missouri 
cities from the law which requires regis- 
tration to vote in cities of 10,000 to 30,000 
but does ndt provide adequate methods of 
keeping the lists up to date. 

So far, not much has been done. The law 
was amended in 1948 but the changes were 
not sufficient to get at the real trouble. 

Cape Girardeau is one of the cities af- 
fected and there has been general com- 
plaint there as well as in 15 other cities 
coming under the statute. The Cape Girar- 
deau Southeastern Missourian, a few days 
ago, made a survey and pointed out in a 
— story some of the weaknesses of the 
aw. 

“The news article, which reported the 
collective experiences of the registrars,”’ 
the newspaper recounts in an editorial, 
“stated that still on the books are the 
names of individuals who have been dead 
for years, of those who have moved away 
from the city, and of those who may have 
been disenfranchised for one reason or an- 
other, and that some individuals, who be- 
cause they have moved from one ward to 
another, are still registered in two wards, 
or in some instances, in more. 

“This is so because there is no provision 
made, in the first place, for removal of 
their names, and no time is provided for 
the registrars to do so. It would be neces- 
wary to have several meetings a year of 
all the registrars to clear the records, but 
the law provides only for mectings prior 


to elections, and then on a limited num- 
ber of days.” 


Under the law permanent registration 
was held in these cities in the 1930s. Down 
through the years hundreds of cases of 
“deadwood” have occurred. 


Within the last few months City Clerk 
W. C. Fisher and ‘his staff have made up 
a new set of Hannibal books and eliminat- 
ed many of the known cases. The lists 
have been reduced by hundreds. This has 
helped—and possibly may have resulted 
in a few being removed who still are en- 
titled to vote. They can have this cor- 
rected merely by reporting it with their 
proper addresses. 


However, as this newspaper often has 
advocated and as the Southeast Missourian 
vigorously also calls for, there is need of 
action by the Legislature to strengthen 
the law. First there should be a new reg- 
istration provided for. This would give 
the’ cities a clean sheet from which to 
proceed. Secondly, there should be sim- 
ple procedure for the registrars to check 
their books periodically to clear them of 
“deadwood.” That is done in preparation 
for each election in the larger cities. 

Immediately after the November elec- 
tion, and before the general assembly goes 
into session, city attorneys of the cities 
of between 10,000 and 30,000—this should 
include those brought into this class by 
the new census—should get together and 
make plans for asking, and insisting upon, 
an adequate law. 


How to Start a Presidential Boom 
Peter Edson in the Pittsbuegh Press 


SPRINGFIELD, lll.—Says DlHnois Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson: 

"It would be the easiest thing in the 
world for me (or any other governor for 
that matter) to start a presidential boom. 
All he would have to do is get up before 
his state legislature and say something 
like this: 

“Our state faces a financial -erisis. Its 
revenues are not sufficient to meet current 
expenses, I therefore propose that we 
eliminate the state department of agricul- 
ture, 

“*We should also eliminate the state de- 
partment of labor. And the state depart- 
ment of insurance could,be done away 
with. These steps will save the state $25,- 
000,000 and balance our budget.’” 


Gov. Stevenson makes clear he has no 
intention of doing anything of this kind. 


In the first place, it would run into 
headlong opposition from the legislature, 
since it would do away with political favors 
which legislators have come to expect from 
these departments. 

In the second place it would bring a 
popular outcry from farmers and labor 
unions that have come to expect service 


from these offices. In the third place it 
wouldn’t solve the problem. 

Gov. Stevenson cites his own experience 
in his first year as a reform governor, 
elected by the biggest majority in Ilinois 
history on a platform pledged to clean up 
bad government. 

By dint of rigid economy, the firing of 

1500 state employes found to be unneces- 
sary, reduction of padded expense accounts, 
and similar measures, savings of $15,000.- 
000 were mapped out. But in this same 
year, public welfare expenses increased 
about twice as much as the savings made 
by practicing rigid economy and good ad- 
ministration. : 
. What all this points up, to. Gov. Ste- 
venson, is the growing need for a com- 
plete overhaul of the tax structure of city, 
county, state and Federal governments. 


As an example, the Governor believes 
the Federal Government might stop levy- 
ing taxes on gasoline, leaving this field to 
the states 

Similarly, sales taxes might be left: ex- 
clusively for state governments to collect. 
And amusements taxes might be left to 
the cities.

At mention of the word “whimsical,” it 
is said, A. A. Milne’s mouth goes grim and 
he chews with annoyance on a pipe stem, 
all of which is a long shadow for a small 
boy like Christopher Robin to have cast. 
And truly it does seem rather less than 
fair that the author of “The Truth About 
Blayds,” “The Dover Road,” “The Red 
House Mystery” and other quite adult 
works, including this one, should be for- 
ever locked in the nursery. 

Unfair, but also understandable. Mr. 
Milne, though he can toss an occasional 
satiric dart as well as the next man, is 
essentially warm hearted, hoping for the 
best in every one even when his intelli- - 
gence tells him that he is unlikely to find 
it there. He believes in enduring love, 
chin-up, good sense, and he takes his stand 
in neat little plots containing one or more 
of those virtues. Here, for instance, are 
13 such pieces, ranging from comic to 
mysteridus to sentimental-serious, and it

DR. RUSK TO HEAD 
WAR HEALTH BOARD 


Ex-St. Louisan to Advise Re- 
sources Board on Mobiliza- 
tion, Atom Defense.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 — Dr. 
Howard A. Rusk, formerly of St. 
Louis, has been named chairman 
of a new Health Resources Advi- 
sory Committee to assist and 
advise the National Security Re- 
sources Board on problems relat- 
ing to national mobilization and 
atomic war. 

Announcement of his appoint- 
ment was made last night by 
Chairman W. Stuart Symington 
of the NSRB, also from St. Louis. 
Membership of the committee, 
which is expected to become a 
top advisory group, will be an- 
nounced soon. 

Symington said the committee 
will co-ordinate federal agencies 
on policy problems dealing with 
health, hospitalization and medi- 
cal services and will become the 
first Government agency to be 
established for co-ordination of 
all national health resources. 

An associate editor of the New 
York Times, Dr. Rusk also is pro- 
fessor and chairman of the De- 
partment of Physical Medicine 
and Rehabilitation of New York 
University-Bellevue Medical Cen- 
ter, and is a rehabilitation con- 
sultant for the United Nations. 

Regarded as an outstanding au- 
thority on convalescent and re- 
habilitation medical problems, 
Dr. Rusk served as a colonel 
in the Air Medical Corps in the 
last war and was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal. For 
the last year he has been a mem- 
ber of the Armed Forces Medical 
Advisory Committee and is fin- 
ishing a special review of vet- 
erans’ medical services for Presi- 
dent Truman. 

Dr. Rusk came into national 
prominence as a result of a re- 
habilitation program he instituted 
while in charge of medical ser- 
vice at the 2000-bed Air Force 
Hospital at Jefferson Barracks, 
Missouri, in 1942. He devised a 
program of training and therapy 
that kept the patients occupied 
with productive work, shortening 
hospitalization time and reducing 
the number of relapses. His pro- 
gram revolutionized the entire 
setup of air force hospitals, and 
his theories have since gained 
wide acceptance. 

A native of Brookfield, Mo., 
Dr. Rusk practiced internal medi- 
cine in St. Louis; was an instruc- 
tor in medicine at Washington 
University in St. Louis and asso- 
ciate Chief of Staff at St. Luke’s 
Hospital in St. Louis before en- 
tering the armed forces in 1942. 
He lives in Scarsdaie, New York, 
with his wife and three children. 
He is 49 years old.

It means that the hard fight- 
ing of the troops, both American 
and South Korean, which are al- 
ready in action, plus the effect of 
the carefully planned withdrawal 
to new positions on a consider- 
ably shorter front. have stabilized 
the situation for the time being. 
The Reds have not been able to 
apply sustained pressure, to cre- 
ate a situation so perilous as to 
compel Walker to throw in his 
new arrivals piecemeal as they 
come off the ships, in order to 
avert disaster. Good weather, per- 
mitting supporting aircraft to 
operate effectively, has contribu- 
ted materially to this result. 

In consequence, Gen. Walker 
is now assembling a reserve of 
striking power with which he can 
strike a very heavy blow, per- 
haps regain the tactical initiative. 

If he can do that, we shall see 
some interesting changes in the 
Korean news reports. 


Will Take Time Yet. 

It may take a little time to get 
everything set. We should not be 
too impatient. When we hear, for 
example, that “elements” of the 
Second Infantry Division have 
landed at Pusan, that doesn’t 
mean that the whole division, 
with its thousands of vehicles, its 
tanks and guns, its many tons of 
ammunition and supplies, is all 
ashore and ready to be “hurled 
into combat,” as one enthusiastic 
commentator put it. Much less 
does it mean that there exists 
ashore in Korea the supply build- 
up necessary to support a division 
in a sustained fighting effort over 
an indefinite period of time. 


The fact that we have gained 
time to bring the Second Division, 
the marines (about one third of 
a division), and the Fifth Regi- 
mental Combat Team ashore in 
orderly fashion, and assemble 
them for action, is the big mili- 
tary news of the moment. Com- 
pared with that, the present and 
future shifting of the front line 
(as long as no imminent. danger 
appears) is of small consequence. 

For now, as already remarked, 
Gen. Walker has at least acquired 
the power to regain the initiative. 

This is of primary importance. 

It is of especial. importance in 
a situation such as the present, 
where we have full command of 
the air. 

Matter of Initiative. 

As long as the enemy has the 
initiative, and we can-do no more 
than defend ourselves as best we 
can against moves made by the 
enemy under conditions and at 
times and places of his vhoice, we 
cannot exploit our air superiority 
fully. He can move up supplies 
and reinforcements by night, and 
prepare to attack at dawn, as he

The lowest over-all bid for .con- 
structing the planned building of 
13 stories was by McDonald Con- 
struction Co. of St. Louis, $4,350,- 
997. By eliminating two floors 
of the structure, the cost could 
be ‘cut by $333,625, the company 
said. 

Attorney General J. E. Taylor, 
one of the three members of the 
Board of Public Buildings, fig- 
ured by cutting all possible cor- 
ners provided in alternate speci- 
fications, the cost would still be 
about $600,000 above the $3,000,- 
000 available.

him winging across the valley. The bobwhites 
are unusually plentiful, this year, and are heard 
from every field. Once as we sat fishing with 
live minnows at a deep hole where the water 
swirled down against a bluff, I answered a bachelor 
bobwhite with the covey call and he came whizzing 
across the stream like a bullet to alight a few 
yards behind us. A bit more calling brought him 
back again, thoroughly puzzled as to the location 
of the birds which were whistling to him.

My Day

FRIEND who has just come up 
A trom Washington told me he 
was shocked and worried ta 
find so many people there who 
felt it was going to be impossible 
eventually to avoid war. I am hor- 
rified at such a thought, since it 
seems to me that everything we 
do must be done with the firm in- 
tention of strengthening ourselves 
in the mobilization for peace and 
insistence on the prevention of 
war. 

It cannot be denied that the 
people who have been inviting 
wars in many countries seem to 
be the members of the Com- 
munist party within those coun- 
tries. They profess to be forces 
of liberation, but the peoples 
of the various countries involved 
soon find that “freedom” means 
fear and. virtual slavery.

THE ECONOMIC theories of 
Communism as derived from Karl 
Marx were not designed to en- 
slave people. The modern police 
state, however, goes on the theory 
that Government is not designed 
primarily to promote the welfare 
of individual human beings, but 
that the individual is to be used 
by the Government as a tool. In 
resounding phrases they usually 
state that these “tools” are serv- 
ing the good of all. It sounds well, 
but it doesn’t really work out. A 
police state is not synonymous 
with freedom, and all of these 
countries end up as police states. 


I FIND a considerable amount 
of confusion in people’s minds 
at the present time. First of all, 
the democracies must not try to 
force everybody else in the world 
to accept their particular brand 
of democracy. Those who believe 
in democracy must speak of its 


advantages and work to show why 
it gives greater opportunity to the 
individual to control his own des- 
tiny. There is no reason, how- 
ever, why a peaceful state that 
believes in Communism could not 
live side by side with democracy, 
if the idea of world revolution 
were eliminated and no propagan- 
dizing and infiltration into 
neighboring countries was al- 
lowed. 

For instance, I would be glad 
to see the United Nations work 
out a method by which a country 
such as Korea, once peace is re- 
stored there, could hold a free 
election and be governed by the 
results of that election. One 
would hope that a constitution 
could be written and accepted and 
that the elected government would 
function under that constitution, 
which also would be voted by the 
people. The only continued U.N. 
responsibility would be to guar- 
antee that nation from aggression 
from without.

IT SEEMS to me that in Korea 
we are indirectly fighting the po- 
lice state type of Communism, 
But more directly we are fight- 
ing to uphold the U.N. and to 
prevent any»ation, whether Com- 
munist or not, from starting ag- 
gressive action against another 
part of the same nation or an 
outside nation. Unless this can 
be made clear once and for all 
as indefensible, no nation will 
feel itself free or secure which 
is not able to defend itself 
against all comers or has not so 
arranged its alliances that it can 
be defended. Only if the U.N. 
can guarantee universal security 
can individual nations, no matter 
how strong they are, hope to see 
questions settled by reason and 
not by force in the world of the 
future.
